State Medical College Gives 
Degree Today to First 
Georgia Woman. 


Augusta, Ga., May 30.—(Special.) 
Among the graduates of the medical 
department of the University of Geor- 
gia, who will receive their degrees 
Monday night, will be Miss Loree 
Florence, of Athens, Ga, who will 
have the distinction of being the first 
woman to receive a degree from the 
state medical college, or to receive a 
doctor of medicine degree from any 
institution in the state of Georgia.

French Debt Agreement 
and Migratory Bird Leg- 
islation Lead Hodge- 
Podge List. 


Washington, May 30.—(4)—The 
French debt agreement, migratory 
bird legislation, farm relief and the 
rivers and harbors appropriation bill 
make up the hodge-podge calendar con- 
gress will tackle this week after its 
Memorial day recess tomorrow. 

House leaders have arranged a pro- 
gram calling for action on the French 
debt Tuesday and the transmission of 
that problem to the senate where a 
long fight is threatened unless resort 
is made to night sessions to wear 
down the opposition. 

Wednesday the house will seek to 
clear up many bills on the calendar 
and will devote the remainder of the 
week to the $36,000,000 rivers and 
harbors measure with its highly con- 
troverted lake water diversion section. 

Migratory birds will continue to 
claim the attention of the § senate 
Tuesday with a movement on foot to 
force a vote on a proposal to involve 
the rule limiting each senator to an 
hour's discussion on the bill. This is 
the second cloiture movement at this 


session, the drastic rule having been 
applied during the world court debate. 

Unless the bird bill is disposed of 
speedily, friends of farm relief: will 
insist on calling up the admiristra- 
tion’s cooperative marketing bill to 
which has been attached the corn belt 
relief measure in a form little differ- 
ent from the Haugen bill which the 
house has rejected. 

Efforts to get the house agriculture 
committee to frame a modified agri- 
culture aid meastre are to be 
renewed this week.

Tinkham Will Ask Com- 
mittee to Ascertain What 
Fees Have Been Paid to 
Members of House. 


LOBBY IS. CHARGED 
TO PROHI LEAGUE 


Representative Asserts 
Organization Controls 
Government “Through 
Fear and By Money.” 


Washington, May 30.—(4)—Crea- 
tion of a special house committee to 
ascertai.: wether Representative Louis 
C. Cramton, republican, ‘Michigan, or 
any other house member has receiv- 
ed money or fees from the Anti-Saloon 
league or any other organization inter- 
ested in legislation pending before con- 
gress, is proposed in a resolution 
drafted by Representative Tinkham, 
repubican, Masachusetts. 

The resolution, which Mr. Tinkham 
said would be introduced Tuesday is 
prefaced by four declarations, the first 
of which asserts that Mr. Cramton 
recently stated to a New York news- 
paper correspondent that “from time 
to time he has received money or fees 
from an ecclesiastical and political or- 
ganization known as the Anti-Saloon 
league, or its branches or subsidiaries, 
which statement was published April 
21, and has not been denied.” 

Assails Agency. 

Mr. Tinkham in a statement today 
making public the proposed resolution, 
assailed the league as an agency that 
“controls the government of the Unit- 
ed States through fear and by money, 
so that free government has become 
a mockery and a phantom.” 

“Its strength is such,” he said, “that 
it constitutes a government within a 
government and has suppressed free 
action by the American congress, 
whose committees cringe and abase 
themselves before the orders of its 
agents and servants. It has placed 
those who believe in liberty and the 
separation of the church and state in 
fatal conflict with those who assent 
to bondage and ecclesiastical political 
control. The issues which it has in- 
troduced cannot be settled by compro- 
mise and they threaten the very solidi- 
ty of the union. 

“This ecclesiastical and political or- 
ganization has packed the federal 
bench and has destroyed confidence in 
its intellectual integrity. It has reach- 
ed successfully into the supreme court 
with its sinister propaganda, and it 
has appointed United States attorneys 
and has dominated the prohibiticn en- 
forcement ‘unit.’ 

Mr. Tinkham said the league ay 
campaign expenses of Andrew Vo 
stead, a former chairman of the Seem 
judiciary committee, and author of the 
Volstead act, and that “it maintains 
an unscruplous professional and high- 
ly paid lobby at the capitol.” 

Immense Expenditures. 

He asserted that “it has heen esti- 
mated” that the league hag expende.] 
$100,000,000, and that “the head of 
its professional lobby has admitted 
that $2.500,000 was spent in one year 
and $100,000 in a single congressional 
election.” 

“It is known that certain million- 
aires,” he continued, “in conjunction 
with managers of large aggregates >f 
business capital, have financed this or- 
ganization and its activities, whose 
purpose was to destroy the private 
rights of citizens, yet expecting their 
rights of private property still to be 
maintained and safeguarded. 

“The league works with money in 
secret, and yet this irresponsible pow- 
er now governs the United States. This 
organization stated through one of its 
principal agents not long ago that it 
had lied and bribed for the attainment 
of its ends.”

SPAIN IS DETERMINED

Madrid, May 30.—Serious difficul- 
ties are expected with France over 
the treatment to be meted out to Abd- 
El-Krim, Spain insisting he be treat- 
ed as a defeated rebel, meaning he 
should be executed. 


It is admitted here the French 
favor treating the Riff chieftain as a 
defeated enemy with privileges cus- 
tomary in France, with a state al- 
lowanece provided he swears fealty to 
the Sultan of Morocco and pledges 
never to attempt to foment trouble 
again. 

The Spanish press, public opinion 
and government insist that the same 
treatment Abd-El-Krim inflicted on 
the captured Spaniard’s during the 
Melilla debacle in 1921, be applied to 
the Riffian—not torturing him, but 


they indicate he should be hanged or 
shot.

GREEN ADVOCATES 
APPROVAL OF U. 5. 
ON FRENCH Deb! 


House Is Scheduled To 
Consider Settlement On 
Tuesday of the Coming 
Week. 


Washington, May 30.—(/)—With 
the house prepared to take up the $4,- 
025,000,000 French war debt settle- 
ment Tuesday, Chairman Green of the 
ways and means committee, which has 
jurisdiction over a bill to authorize 
its acceptance, today made public a 
committee report warmly advocating 
ratification of the agreement. 

Mr. Green also made public a minor- 
ity report by Representative Rainey, 
of Illinois, a dethocrat on the‘commit- 
tee, opposing acceptance, and essert- 
ing that he “cannot see how a mem- 
ber of congress, under his oath, can 
vote to give away the enormous 
amount of money that we are asked 
to in this settlement.” 

Economic Conditions, 

The chairman who drafted the com- 
mittee report, reviewed the economic 
condition of France and its debts 
other than to the United States, as- 
serting that France began “the war 
burdened by a debt larger than any 
other nation in the world.” 

“Tt is sometime thought 
France is taxed lightly,” Mr. Green 
asserted, “while it would appear that 
the rate in proportion to the national 
income is somewhat less in France 
than in England, it must be remem- 
bered that the per capita income in 
England is very much higher than in 
France, and, being higher, the margin 
of subsistence left after taxes are 


that 


-| paid is much larger for the citizens 


of England than for those of France.” 
Conditions Worse. 
“Tt ought to be clear that the condi- 


tion of France is worse than it was a 
year ago; and that if undue pressure 
is put upon it, it should be rendered 
unable to take the measures which 
will be necessary to balance its bud- 
get and stabilize its franc it would 
be idle to expect anything whatever 
to be paid on the debt owing this na- 
tion.” 

Mr. Rainey asserted it has been 
reported that as soon as the settle- 
ment is ratified a loan of $300,000,- 
000 will be placed by the Morgan 
and allied banks with France, addinz 
that “it has seemed to me always that 
these debt settlements are being made 
and these tremendous sacrifices of the 
money which belongs to the taxpayers 
of the United States are being con- 
summated in order that the clients of 
the New York banks may have oppor- 
tunities to invest their money in for- 
eign securities, which will yield 2 per 
cent, more than any similar invest- 
ment.”

PORTUGAL TO HAVE 
NEW GOVERNMENT 
UNDER CABECADA 


President Calls On Com- 
mander of Revolt Forces 
to Take the Reins at 
Lisbon. 


Lisbon, Portugal, May 30.,—(/)— 
Portugal is to have a new government 
as a consequence of the revolutionary 
movement of the last few. days, which 
culminated in the resignation yester- 
day of the cabinet headed by Antonio 
Maria Da Silva. President Machado 
has called upon Commander Cabeca- 
das, one of the revolt leaders, to as- 
sume responsibilities of government 
until the new ministry is formed. 

‘Fhe: garrison in Lisbon signified its; 
intention to President Machado yes- 
t.eday to support the revolution 
forces. The coup was accomplished 
without the firing of a shot and seem- 
ed to be received by the public with 


enthusiasm. 
Movement Explained. 


The revolutionary committee has is- 
sued a proclamation declaring the 
movement purely republican and non- 
military; that it was the desire to 
form a government on a democratic 
basis. and to save the cowntry’ from 
politicians, who, it says, were ruining 


The chief figures in the movement 
were General Costa, commander Ca- 


becadas and Artillery Captain Bap-/| ed b 


tista. They are being supported by 
the naval school on the left bank of 
the Tagus, and the infantry school 
outside Lisbon, which has heavy ma- 
chine guns. On Friday the garrisons 
at Lisbon and Oporto joined the 
movement, which began at Braga with 
the mutiny of an army division there, 
and at dawn Saturday the president 
of the republic had a conference with 
the revolutionary leaders concerning 
the formation of a new extra-parlia- 
mentary government. ‘The first duties 
of this government will be the disso- 
lution of parliafent and revocation 
of laws considered damaging to ‘a- 
tional interests. 
Governs Country. 
President Machado called upon Ca- 


becadas, who at the chief executive's 
request agreed to assume the respon- 
sibilities of governing the country un- 
til the new ministry is established. 
In this ministry Cabecadas will have 
the post of minister of marine. 

After he agreed to take over the 
goverament temporarily Cabecadas de- 
clared the ministry would be formed 
by military men, with some civilians 
who do not belong to any political 
party. It would be organized in ac- 
cordance with the opinion of repre- 
sentatives of all divisions of the Por- 
tuguese army who have been sum- 
moned to Lisbon.

Wireless Interview. 

The steamer Sphinx, bearing the 
high commissioner to France, left 
Alexandria at one o'clock yesterday 
afternoon. The steamer Pierre Loti, 
aboard which the Assocciated Press 
correspondent was proceeding to Sy- 
ria, was then 200 miles away, bound 
for Alexandria. At the request of 
the Associated Press, the two vessels, 
belonging to the Messagieres Mari- 
times of France, got into communica- 
tion, and de Jouvenel, was re- 
quested to come to the wireless room 
of the Sphinx at 6 p. m. 

Promptly at the stroke of six, the 
wireless of the Pierre Loti picked 
up the Sphinx less than 60 miles 
away and what is believed to be the 
first completed absolute wireless inter- 
view of a statesman by a newspaper- 
man began. 

“Why are you returning te-Paris 
at this stage of affairs in Syria ™ the 
correspondent queried. 

The wireless spelled out the reply— 
“IT am returning to France because 
consider all danger is passed, the war 
is finished, submission and surrender 
of the Druse tribesmen are progress- 
ing along the lines of a regularly or- 
dained schedule; few bands are left 
in the field, and henceforth they are 
powerless to-create disorders on a 
large scale.

DR. WHITE IS AUTHOR. 

} Dr. Henry C. White, professor 
of chemistry in the University of 
Georgia, and the oldest member of

and friends of this notable and his- 
toric institution. 


THE GEORGIA APPLE. 


The “big apple” at Cornelia is a 
fitting advertisement for the. great 
Georgia apple belt that is becom- 
ing famous throughout the nation. 
Cornelia is the gateway to this 
Delt, and the “Habersham” apple is 
properly a standard of quality that 
marks its merit in the markets as 
distinctly .as the Indian River 
Orange, or the Cairo cane syrup, 
Therefore it is entirely proper that 
the “big apple,” standing out like a 
great arched gateway with its si- 
lent but impressive message, should 
be parked at the Cornelia station 
so that the thousands of people 
from every section of the country 
passing there daily may know that 
the apple is as much a part of the 
horticultural resources of Georgia 
as the peach, for which Georgia is 
now justly renowned. 

But it must not be understood 
that the Georgia apple of commerce 
is confined to Habersham county. 
That county is famous not only for 
apples but for peaches, but other 
northeast and north central Georgia 
counties are entering extensively 
into apple production. And they 
produce the same unexcelled qual- 
ity of this fruit. There are large 
commercial orchards, in production 
and coming on, in Rabun, White, 
Fannin, Pickens, Gilmer and other 
mountain and foot-hill sections. In- 
deed all of north Georgia—west, 
central and east—is adapted to 
commercial apple production, and 
this state will in the not distant fu- 
ture become as renowncd for its ap- 
ples as for its peaches and melons 
and yams and cane, and other prod- 
ucts that carry a market premium 
by reason of the “Georgia” affix. 
The people of Coraelia are to 
be congratulated for the enterprise 
shown in making conspicuous its 
One Outstanding commercial prod- 
uct. Much of the credit for the 
“big apple” is due to Frank Beck, 
of Atlanta, who is a large Haber- 
sham orchardist, and to the coop- 
eration of President Harrison, of the 
Southern railroad. 

The apple blossom festival should 
be held annually, and made a pro- 
nounced pageant feature similar to 
the Fort Valley peach festival. 

And then the north Georgia ap- 
ple growers should cooperate in- 
tensively, particularly in packing, 
in maintaining a quality standard- 
ization, and in marketing. 

There is no good reason: why the 
Georgia apple should not become 
as well known all over the world 
as the Oregon or the Columbia 
river apple. It is the equal of the 
best grown in America—if not the 
superior. |

April brought our American party to} 


the Tobascan coast. | 

From Féentero, the typical little 
Mexican and Indian port town that 
nestles in the very fringe of civiliza- 
tion’s outpost, we made our way by 
chartered motor boat up the beautiful 
Yusumacinta and Tulijah rivers, 160 
miles directly south—the Tobasco in- 
land waterways flow north—to Salta 
de Argua. That means “the fall of 
water,” and ended the boat journey 
until seven miles of a rocky mountain 
trail was negotiated by pack mules 
around the cataracts. 

From this landing seven miles south 
of the falls we took to a fleet of Indian 
dug-outs or canoes, and negotiated an- 
other 60 miles direct south to the great 
and enchanting hacienda of Maximil- 
lian Dorenburg. 

The latter is a famous explorer and 
developer who discoyered the entire 
Chiapas territory south of Salta— 
which is on the Tobascan line—some 
35 years ago, naming the rivers, au- 
roras, mountains, hills, savannahs— 
everything. He made terms and 
treaties with the Indians as he pro- 
ceeded. 

He is their best friend today—in- 
deed, the chief of the chiefs in a ter- 
ritory of a million acres in whom they 
Lave every confidence, and justly so. 

Mr. Dorenburg, who now lives— 
since his marriage to a lady back in 
the old German home town some twen- 
ty years ago—in Los Angeles, spends 
a great deal of time on his Chiapas 
ranch, on which he has three excellent 
young German ex-service men and 
1,200 Indian employees, including cow- 
boys, watchmen, machetemen, domes- 
tics, and s0 on. . 

He pays them—say 30 cents Mezi- 
can, or 15 cents American, a day. . It 
costs them nothing to subsist. The 
great banana fields are open to them. 
The jungles. amply abound in all kinds 
of game and many delicious fruits. 
Every Indian adult may have a piece 
of ground in which he may push holes 
and drop a few grains of corn. It will 
spring up into four big ears to, the 
stalk without further ado. Nothing 
can hinder it, for the soi] is richer 
than the famous valley of the Nile. 

Beyond the Eucanto territory to the 
south the lands are wholly unexplored, 
and are inhabited only by wild and 
hostile bow-and-arrow Indian ‘sav- 
ages. 

Two or three of the boys around the 
ranch house at Eucanto were .cap- 
tuved just a year ago from the tops 
of high trees in the outskirts of this 
yast area of savagery and zatural lux- 
ury, the pack of Airedale ranch dogs 
having “treed” them with Indians 
more in touch with civilization, then 
bringing them down.. Frém whence 
they came they do not know, but their 
lives fell in pleasant places. I found 
them quick, alert aad attentive. They 
can now speak a spattering of the 
Choll dialect of the last Mayan gen- 
eration. I would have brought one of 
the former wild boys home but for the 
possible perplexities to be encountered 
with our immigration laws.

Back to the narrative— 

It took us two days by motor boat 
from Frontero to Salta de Argua, at 
which “Don Frederica” Martens—as 
fine a German gentleman as ever 
pulled a cork for the entertainment of 
guests—conducts a large, and the last 
and most southern, Indian trading 
post. From Salta further south by 
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just what they knew ndt, but they 
unhesitatingly displayed their frantic 
excitement. We relished the barbe- 
cued hams of the wild hogs, as the 
Indians would bring: to the night 
camps the dead boars who would ven- 
ture a bit too far in quest of the new 
prey they scented. We trekked along 
the cobble-stone trails built by the 
Mayan progressives of 5,000 years ago 
when Chiapas was the rich empire of 
the world’s first and greatest pre- 
historic civilization. We inspected the 
buried * capital of the Mayans at 
Palenque, reaching it by cutting much 
of our own trails through the moun- 
tain jungles. We inspected the ex- 
cavated ruins, discovered new ruins, 
opened an undiscovered sacrificial 
chamber, and made our way through 
underground passages with flash- 
lights. We drank running water from 
the constructed masonry conduits that 
were built to bring the water down 
from the mountain tops by gravitation 
and distribute it through the temples 
built upon the high stone pyramids 
erected in the rich valleys below. We 
stood in awe before the wholly per- 
ished remnants of culture in architec- 
ture, sculpture and painting that 
would lead in the cultural artistry of 
the twentieth century. And then we 
made our way through the beautiful 
savannahs that God placed in every 
locality as’the natural grazing lands 
for domesticated live stock. 

Of all of this I shall write in time 
in detail—and I trust with interest. 

What became of the Mayan civiliza- 
tion, with the pendulum swung 
through the intervening ages to the 
other extreme of primeval savagery, 
God only knows. 

It probably succumbed to the big- 
otry and prejudice of a benighted 
priesthood that enslaved the masses, 
with the hot irons of sacrifices and 
inquisition, and to the code of human 
intolerance that will in time over- 
throw and destroy the greatest of ciy- 
ilizations, and the highest ef cultural 
attainments.

It was a wonderfully well organized 
expedition that left the United States 
on the 24th of April and pushed ahead 
every day in the five weks of grip- 
ping, instructive, educational, thrilling 
and perilous adventure which only the 
strong could have braved. 

It was financed by J. L. Philips, 
wealthy business man of Thomasville, 
Ga., who is of deep scientfic frend of 
mind. God never made a more genial, 
companionable prince—a master of 
eonstructiveness—than Louis Philips. 

Under Mr. Philip’s direction it was 
organized and equipped by Mr. Doren- 
burg, the owner of the Hucanto ranch 
and famous as an explorer, and a vet- 
eran constructionist whose organizing 
ability and personal endurance a‘nd 
generalship is perhaps without a peer 
on the western hemisphere. 

In our party were Rhydon Mays, 
Jr., of Thomasville, an Emory boy of 
two or three years ago and as fine a 
young red-blooded man as ever hugged 
the neck of a Spanish mule; Joha G. 
Skipwith, attorney and politician and 
former member of the Roosevelt 
Roughriders, of New Orleans; James 
P. Kemper, prominent civil engineer 
and investigator, and a hardy man of 


canoes we camped one night on a 
pebble-strewn river beach. | 

Low water in travel made it neces- 
sary for the several Indian beatmen 
to remain in the water most of the 
time litterally lifting the canoes over 
th: many. “rapids,” as we were push- 
ing south but up stream and against 
a terrific gravity current all the time. 

The members of our party were 
wading and swimming a great deal of 
the time. 

At the Euca‘ato ranch, with its great 
open pastures dottéd with herds of 
beautiful cattle, gardens teeming with 
tropical fruits and vegetables of every 
conceivable kind, and the atmosphere 
fragrant with flowers, we rested two 
days, and then, led by Mr. Dorenburg 
and his capable assistant, Timler, 
with Antelmé Farragut—a direct ‘de- 
scendant of Admiral Farragut—en- 
gaged as major domo, with 65 Iadian 
guides, runners, cowboys, machetemen 
and riflemen, and a pack of 40 little 
Spanish mules, we embarked on a ten- 
day exploration and research penetra- 
tion of a territory never before ¢n- 
tered by a white man—a hazardous, 
exacting, nerve-testing adventure, but 
as. full of thrilling excitement as the 
tropical night sky is full of constella- 


tions. 
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I shall reserve a story of this re- 
markable expedition, and its trials and 
thrills and discoveries, with photo- 
graphic illustrations, for a series of 
articles on “the last frontier of the 
old-new world.” 

We were accompanied by Jose Mo- 
reno, the chief of the Choll Indians, 
and his young son, Prince Pedro, who 
is a néever-failing rifle shot and deadly 
archer. 

We cut our trails ahead of us across 
the most precipitous, rugged moun- 
tains in the Pan-Americas outside of 
the Rockies. "We encountered savages 
frightened by the size of our mac 
army, and by the firearms they had 
never seen before. Howling monkeys 
made the nights hideous with noijge. 
Jaguars, or tigers, and wild hogs mén- 
aced the peace of every camp. We 
forded some streams and had to swim 
others. We climbed 90-degree preci- 
pices and literally tumbled down oth- 
ers. We slept in the downpours. of 
tropical storms and gloried in the lib- 
erally shedded brilliancy of the most 
gorgeous mora that ever carried one’s 
heart and mind back to the sentiments 


undawated courage, of New Orleans; 
Mr. Philips, who is as used to the 
saddle and to the exactions of camp 
life as a duck to water: and myself, 

Mr. Dorenburg led the cavalcade 
with a masterful skill; Farragut kept 
the pack organized; the Indians open- 
ed the trails and kept the enemies of 


the forest jungles under close scrutiny: 
other Indians were assigaed to camps 


and cooking—an organization on the 
whole as perfect as in the conduct 
of war. 

There was not an accident. Every 
man, whether he “rolled off” his mount 
at night ia sheer exhaustion, or trotted 
in the procession with pack on back, 
or skirted the jungles for forage, or 
scouted to find cdmp sites by running 
water—not one, in a caravan of nearly 
100 men and boys and nearly a half 
hundred beasts of burden, failed to 
find the evening meal appetizing, and 
the blogd quickened for the morning 
start. 

At 5 a. m. as promptly as the clock 
strikes in a city tower General Doren- 
burg commanded “mowat.” We 


}mounted. Sometimes—in the begin- 


ning especially—with limbs sore and 
stiff, and jungle ticks agonizing, it 
was difficult to “mount.” I know 
from experience. But not a man fal- 
tered, and all pushed ahead with the 
light-hearted but earnest spirit of eru- 
saders. Frequently a song rang along 
the line, all the way from “the leader 
of the green line” to the Indian pack 
boys who brought up the rear. An 
expedition of exploration and research 
was never more successfully conducted. 
It must be remembered that the great 
territory of Chiapas, bordertag Guata- 
mala, is almost wholly Indian. There 
is not a wheel vehicle, a farm imple- 
ment, a school, church, plan of govern- 
ment, or any touch of civilization in 
its entire vast interior. It is beyond 
civilization.

For four weeks I did not see a news- 
paper, or hear a single piece of news 
from the states. I did not know 
whether congress had adjourned, or 
whether John Holder had formally an- 
nounced for governor, until I struck 


American soil. And now I find that 
neither one of those anticipated things 
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lood to know that 
John Bull is sitting tight on the lid 
of revolution, that Germany has black- 
ed the eyes of bloshevism, that France 
is really not. reducing the franc in or- 
der to discount her debts, and that 
Mussolini knows pretty shrewdly how 
to thunder in the index and pussyfoot 
warily on paths of real national peril. 


But we are told flippantly that “no 
body reads editorials now-a-days.” 
Well, be an editor a few days and find 
out that the people generally do read 
editorials and have an unholy habit of 
telling the editor how far off the base 
he played on this or that subject. Oh, 
yes, lots of folks read editorials and 
those who don’t defraud themselves. 
I say that frankly, because the model 
editorial of today is a skillful medley 
ly news, views and careful comment. 
It is no longer a feat of artistry is 
“fine writing,” as in those old delecta- 
ble days when an editor was a classi- 
cist and composer of literature, To- 
day he is a publicist and a pragma- 
tist. He tries to hit what he aims at 
and hit it with savor . 1 force. Hi 
high job is to generate and focalize 
public sentiment for the things of life 
that are true, honest, j.st, lovely and 
of good report,.and to concentrate ac- 
tion against their opposites. In all 
that he is evangelist as well as ed- 
itor—an apostle to the public mind. 


His chief trouble is that so few pec- 
sons know what an apostle is. The 
word comes from the Greek compound- 
ed from “apo,” upon, and “stolos,” 
which means the prow of a ship. The 
original apostle was the fellow who 
stood upon the prow and told the row- 
ers behind him how to propel, turn, 
or reverse the vessel. He had no 
compass and they had no gudder. So 
the editor becomes a real apostle on 
the prow of public events and gives his 
shipmates the signals of safety and 
progress. That is why more people 
read him than is usually believed and 
why he must preserve the integrity of 
his office as counsellor to a widespread 
constituency. No man is fit for the 
job who cannot detach himself from 
his personal prejudices and put a high 
value upon his responsibility to honest 
and courageous common sense. 


Charley Hubner, Henry Cabaniss 
and myself are the surviving “three 
musketeers” of postbellum Atlanta 
journalism. We know lots about how 
this great agency— 

“the mightiest of the means 
On which the arm of progress leans,” 


has functiéned in this growing city 
for over fifty years. No one of us 
believes that the people of Atlanta en 
masse appreciate the tremendous serv: 
ices that the newspaper publishers and 
editors have given to secure the solid- 
a and prosperity of the city. Most 
of them think when they hand a jit to 
the newsboy for the paper he has am- 
ply rewarded the owners and editors 
for all they are doing for him, his 
family, his business and his property. 
Far from it!

These owners and editors are run- 
ning business enterprises, it is true, 
but not such. as shoe factories and 
meat packeries. The real raw matec- 
rial of a newspaper worth reading is 
brains, ample information, close study 
of circumstances and the wisdom and 
nerve to tell the truth. The editor, 
then, is the essential dynamo of civic 
advancement and affluence. Wipe out 
the daily papers of Atlanta and muz- 
zle their editors tomorrow, and what 
then? Why, before Saturday night 
rent signs on stores and houses would 
be more plentiful than automobile tags 
on the streets this morning. Atlanta 
in a month's time would become a 
monument of civic stagnation and de- 
cadence,

His father always went into 
debt during his campaigns and was 
obliged to make chautauqua speeches 
to pay off his notes. He also must 
struggle against some interral 
jealousies in his organization. 

The spectacle of the Wisconsin 
stripling, who on the senate floor re- 
sembles a clerk just out of college 
rather than a senator, battling against 
such an adept and well ‘reinfomed vet- 
eran as Lenroot igs unique in national 
polities. Lenroot was once a pupil of 
the elder LaFollette who picked him 
as a capable young debater, ran him 
up through the leadership of the leg- 
islature and then sent him to con- 
gress. There he began to break away 
and finally switched over to the regu- 
lars, moving into the senate under the 
momentum of a war-time campaign 
when LaFollette was in difficulty. 

There is something tragic in Len- 
root's career. He wWas picked by the 
stalwart republicans as MHarding’s 
running-mate in 1920 but the stam- 
| pede for Coolidge nosed him out of

AFTER HOT FIGHT 


Laredo, Texas, May 30.—()—Re- 
lease of Conrad C. Braden and Jules 
©, Gallagher, American mining men 
captured May 18 by Mexican bandits, 
was effected after a battle in which 
two bandits were killed and one 
wounded, a telegram received by 
American Consul Harry C. Walsh at 
Nuevolaredo, states. 

According to the message, which 
was sent by Consul Yost at Torreon, 
Mexico, the bandits were surrounded 
by Mexican troops sent to rescue Bra- 
den and Gallagher. When trapped, 
the bandits put up a stiff fight. Their 
leader, Galindo, was reported wound- 
ed. Six horses which they had stolen 
were recovered, 

Braden, who formerly resided in 
Laredo and Gallagher, of San Antonio, 
were liberated unharmed and returned 
yesterday to Mapimi with the troops. 

The two mining men were captrued 
by the bandits on May 18 at Braden’s 
mine near Discubridero, Durango. 
They were held for 6,000 @esos ran- 
som. Reports that Braden had been 
tortured were said to be untrue. 

Consul Yost’s dispatch indicates 
that some of the bandits were cap- 
tured in addition to the one wounded, 
but the message is nof clear as to 
whether they were all captured.

To Loot Chicago

bank robbers who had made elaborate 
plans to steal $25,000 from the Marsh-

He made a 
trip to the bank to re-set the clock 
for 9 o’clock Tuesday morning and 
was amazed to find tools, water-soak- 
ed blankets and broken concrete lit- 
tering the floor. He immediately sent 
out an alarm and special guards were 
placed over the building. 

The robbers evidently figuring they 
had all of Sunday and Memorial day 
in which to work, had gone about the 
theft leisurely. They had entered a 
vacant building and tunneled fifty 
feet to a spot directly beneath the big 
safe. Then a blast of dynamite had 
torn off an immense stee] plate, giving 
them entrance to the bank floor. 

The thieves had broken open nu- 
merous small deposit boxes and eight 
of the larger private vaults, sees 
it is estimated, about $7,000. hen 
they had evidently departed, awaiting 
darkness to resume operations. The 
night watehman is missing and search 
is being made for him. 

Evidences that the robbery plan 
was hatched while the building was
